STREET CAR COMPANY VOTES 


TO CANCEL UNION CONTRACT 
AND CUT WAGES 9 PER CENT 


Carmen, Who Had Asked for Increase, Agreed 
Unanimously to Reject Proposed Re- 
duction in Wages. 


The Board of Directors of the 
Public Service Co., at its regular 
meeting today, unanimously adopt- 
ed a resolution authorizing the 
management to exercise the mutual 
in the working contract 
to give the street carmen’s union 
30 days’ notice of its cancellation, 
so that a reduction of about 9 per 
cent in th ewages of the 4800 union 
carmen, 3500 of whom are motor’. 
men and conductors, can be put 
into effect. 

As has been told, the carmen 
in two mass meetings, April 20, 
voted by acclamation to reject a 
cut in wages, and their officers 
stated at that time that the men 
would use all the power at their 
command to maintain-the prevail- 


privilege 


ing wage scale and Win ther fight, 


for higher pay. 

When told today of the direc- 
tors’ action, Edward McMorrow, 
vice president of the carmen’s in- 
ternational union, who has been 
advising the local union officers, 
said he would have no comment 
until officially notified of the 
action of the directors. 

‘ The union demand, as is known, 
was for an increase of 5 cents an 
increasing the 


maximum from 67 cents an hour 
to 72 cents. This was made Feb. 
27, and March 5 the management 
replied with a suggestion of a de- 
crease in wages of about 9 per 
cent, stating that to grant the un- 
ion demand would increase the an- 
nual payroll more than $4,000,000 
and would be equivalent to more 
than 1 cent in fare, based on 1927 
revenue riders. 

When no agreement could be 
reached in conferences that fol- 
lowed, the management, headed 
by Stanley Clarke, executive vice 
president, presented the question 
to the directors, who today ap- 
proved the steps taken by the 


company officers and gave them | 


full power to act. Clarke, when 
questioned by reporters, declined 
to say when the 30-day notice of 
cancellation of the contract would 
be given to the union.

DOVER, Tenn., May 1. — Mrs. 
Eleanor Elaine Lee Harris, former 
wife of Beverly D. Harris, former 
vice president of the National City 
Bank of New York, yesterday was 
named co-respondent in a divorce 
petition by Mrs. Emma ‘Taylor Hy- 
“smith, wife of the registrar of 
Stewart County, Tenn. 

The petitioner said she had in- 
tercepted letters between her hus- 
band and Mrs. Harris and charged 
they had been seen together fre- 
quently in Nashville hotels. 

Hysmith denied his wife’s charg- 
es and Chancellor Stout reserved 
decision. 

Mrs. Harris said to be under in- 
dictment on charges of carrying 
a revolver and assault with intent 
to kill in connection with an al- 
leged attack on Hysmith last 
March. was thought to be some- 
where in Texas.

Will continue through most of this 
month. 


With 870 delegates from 37 
countries present, Bishop Joseph 


‘T’. Berry of Philadelphia, for the 
third time has the honor of pre- 
siding at the initial assembly of a 
general conference. 

After specifying that he was ex- 


pressing his personal views, Bishop 
Berry said he expected the con- 


ference would go on record again 
with declarations of policy 
crime, world peace and kindred 
subjects. He said he believed a 
sound policy on crime would be to 
urge lawfulness, rather than de- 
nounce lawlessness. 

“We again will assert ourselves 
strongly against war, but I do not 
believe anybody can construe our 
declaration as being pacifistic in 
the sense of disloyalty,’ he added. 

Bishop Anton Bast of Copen- 
hagen, Denmark, arrived here yes- 
terday to face trial before a court 
of 17 ministers who will review 
charges that he has misapplied 
charity funds and been guilty of 
“imprudent and unministerial con- 
duct.”’ 

Bishop Bast arrived unheralded. 
He took no part in the preliminary 
activities. The Danish Bishop has 
served three months in prison in 
Denmark following conviction by 
the civil courts on the charge in- 
volving alleged misuse of church 
money. He will be the first bishop 
ever to face an ecclestiastical court 
of the church. 

The church’s World § Service 
Commission in a preliminary ses- 
sion heard how $8,340,000 was ex- 
pended last year in missionary and 
benevolence work by the church. 

Seven missionary and aparities 
boards used this money for sup- 
port of missionaries, hospitals, 
schools and outpost work in gen- 
eral. The commission determines 
the apportionment of funds. Dr. R. 
J. Wade of Chicaro, executive sec- 
retary, said the commission would 
recommend the use of more money 
on theoiogical schools.

The 
X-ray and anesthesia have in this 
one field minimized human suf- 
fering, and, what is more impor- 
tant, lameness, crippling, and dis- 
ability, in a way which would have 
seemed in the Middle Ages noth- 
ing short of a succession of mir- 
acles. 

Compound fractures are those in 
which an end of the broken bone 
tears through the tissues and 
breaks the skin to the surface; 
they are far more difficult to heal 
and far more dangerous than sim- 
plé fractures because the element 
of infection is likely to be added. 
Nonunion sometimes occurs and 


for various reasons; the extremely | 


severe crushing injuries are the 
most frequent causes of nonunion. 


Dislocations, in which the bones | 


of a joint slip out, have been quite 


as familiar as fractures to the prac- | 
titioners of the healing art through ' 
the ages. Much the same principles 
apply to their treatment as to frac- | 
tures—the control of proper re-— 


duction by X-ray pictures, the abo- 
lition of suffering .with anesthesia, 
the proper handling in the light of 
age-long trial and observation. 
Deformities to bones and joints 
are second in frequency to injuries. 
Sometimes the deformity is due to
